l>r. Smith of lUia city, writes home tlie 


following graphic account of the narrow 
escape of the steamship Arabia from sud- 
den mid terrible wreck on Fasnet Rock, 
Cape Clear, of which a brief account I)as 
been given: 


STKAMSIIU' ARABIA, ] 


11 A. M,, Friday, Aug. 3. I860. ) 


la the midat of life we are in death. J ust 


half and hour ago, while standing on the 
bow, the ship innuing 14 knots an hour un- 
der ateatn and sails, in a thick fog. I heard a 
shout " land ahead!" I turned towards the 
captain, or rather had my eye on him at that 
moment. His face could not have express- 
ed more horror if he had seen hell's gates 
opened. He sprung to the engine bell, at 
the same time shouting " hard a port your 
helm." A counter order of " starboard " 
was given. The captain leaped from his 
footing shouting so that his voice was heard 
above the escaping steam, "hard a port, in 
God's name." His order was obeyed. Then 
turning forward among a hubbub of voices 
shouting " we are lost," " God have mercy 
on us," etc., etc. I saw the rocks not 
twenty feet from the ship's bows. On their 
top was a light house. AH we swung around 
it seemed as if we 'should every moment 
teel the shock of striking. 


The huge swell of the Atlantic was re- 


verberating nnd the spray flying all around 
us. The sails took aback, heeling tis over 
ao that the deck stood up like the roof of a 
house. 
Women were screaming, .seamen 


running to and fro, and above all, the cap- 
tain aud lieutenants shouting so as to be 
beard above the shrill, escaping steam, 
" hard a port, hard hard ! " Brace around 
the foreyard I" " Let Hy the halyards and 
sheets fore and ail!'1 J stepped abaft the 
foremast, to be out nf the way of its fall, 
and waited for the shock. But 
. ' "There'll a »we»t littla cherub who slta up nlofl 


And looks after the life of poor Jack." 
We approached, as all agree, within ten 


feet of the rock, and then began to recede. 
Just realize that there was only ten feel be- 
tween us and eternity. It is the opinion ol 
spfl-l'imug men on b mrd that the ship, |f 
she had struck, would have sunk in five 
minutes, for it is a sharp ledge of rocks, six 
or seven miles from any shore, arid deep 
water all around. The boatp could not have 
been got ready, and, if they could, they 
could never have lived in the heavy surf,— 
No—if she had gone ten feet fan her, WP 
should have been almost Instantly precipi- 
tated into a raging sf», where six or seven 
miles from lunci, in n dense fog, few of UN 
would have escaped. We should have all 
perished ivst miserably as did those in the 
Uiingarian. 
Three seconds more would 


have tolled the death knell of most, if not 
nil of us, for we wore so enveloped in Rig, 
and fur from In rid, and also no bout ut the 
lighthouse, that if wo had wised fragments 
of the wreck, they would have been torn 
from onr grasp by the sea, boiling n* in a 
caldron, over the pitnken rrefii, IIOIIM before 
our fate eon Id have been known. 


I know there was no time to run below 


for life-preservers,—which are hung up by 
each berth, ami so contented myself with 
just stringing up my nerves for a buffet 
wilh the waves. For three minutes, I can as- 
sure you every man hhowed what he is when 
expecting the " King of Terrors." Two or 
tbrer; luclies took it heroically, and seemed 
to draw in strength from the scene around 
them. Jt wa* <i terrible moment for the 
captain—Captain Stone, of the royal navy 
—for as we swung around, the sails taking 
tibnck and heeling ns Over, everybody ex- 
pected to feel the grinding crash beneath 
our feet. 
I felt for him, for all his great 


rashness, and gladly say, thnt to his decision 
in our hour of need we owe our lives. 
The 


rock is called Fasnet Rock, and upon it is 
the Cape Clear lighthouse. A subscription 
is now being taken np among the passen- 
gers for the seaman who first shouted 
" breakers ahead !" I never shall forget, to 
my dying day, the face of the captain when 
he heard that wild shout. I have seen dis- 
tress and pain in nil their forms, but never 
a face like that, so full of horror, perfect 
agony, and crushing responsibility. The 
cry " breakers ahead," the stopping of the 
engines, the escape of steam, and the shift- 
in&of the helm, alt occurred in one second. 
It seemed at the instant, as if it was utterly 
impossible to stop the ship's way in time to 
lave us; but God rules. He put forth His 
hand, and the vessel, trembling as if with 
mortal fear, yielded to her powerful engines, 
proceeded from the rock, and we were 
saved. 


LADY FRANKLIN.—A correspondent of 


Boston Atlas writes as follows: 


One of the pleasautest incidents of our 


short stay in Montreal, was a call upon Lady 
Franklin. 
She was the gueat of Mr. Ste- 


vens, one of the wealthieat and most esti- 
mable citizens of the Canadian emporium. 
He was a Vermonter by birth, who went to 
Montreal and commenced business on a 
small scale. He rose gradually at first, but 
within the last few years has been success- 
ful iu business, and now occupies a resi- 
dence which he built at a cost of $100,000, 
and which is perhaps the most elegant of 
the many splendid residences in Idoutreal. 
Sending in our cards, we were greeted by 
Mr. Stevens, who soon introduced Lady 
Franklin.

Her manner is dignifi- 
ed and cheerful, but evidently long contem- 
plation npon the fate of her husband, and 
anxiety for his rescue during a period often 
years, have left their marks upon her char- 
acter.

Accustomed to receive attention and homage 
as the heroic wife of a man whose adven- 
tures and daring in the cause of science and 
discovery have gained him fame throughout 
the civilized world, she accepts honors not 
herself, but ou his behalf. Though saluted 
may not have hailed her arrival at Montre*!, 
she must have been made to believe that iu 
the hearts of those around her, theVe was 
mora genuine admiration for her husband's 
heroism and her own devotion, than for the 
young scion of royalty whom the arches 
and decorations saiulnd everywhere as the 
future king.

A 
Frightful Scene—Escape of tlie 
Arabia. 


Dr. Smith of tins city, writes home the 


following graphic account of the narrow 
escape of the steamship Aiabia from snd 
den and terrible wreck on JTasnet Rock, 
Cape Clear, of which a brief .account has 
been given: 


STEAMSHIP, ARABIA, 


11 A. M., Friday, Aug. 3, I860. 


In the midst of life we are in death.. Just 


half and hour ago, 
w.hile standing on the 


bow, the ship running 14 knots an hour un- 
der steam and sails, in a thick fog. 'I heard a 
shout "land ahead!1' I turned towards the 
captain, or rather had my eye on him at that 
moment. His face conld not have express- 
ed more horror if he had, seen hell's gates 
opened. 
He sprung to the engine bell, at 


the same time shouting " hard a port your 
helm." 
A counter order of " starboard'" 


was given. 
The captain leaped from his 


footing shouting so that his voice was heard 
above the escaping steam, " hard a port, in 
.God's.name." His order was obeyed.. Then 
turning forward among a hubbub of voices 
shouting " we are lost," " God have mercy 
on us," etc., 
etc. 
I saw the rocks not 


twenty feet from the.ship's bows. .On their 
top was a light house. As we swung around 
it seemed as if we'should every moment 
feel the shock of striking. 


-The huge swell of the, Atlantic was re- 


verberating and the spray flying all around 
us. 
The sails took aback, heeling us over 


so that the deck stood up like the roof of a 
house. 
"Women were, .screaming, seamen 


running to and fro, and above all, the cap- 
tain and lieutenants shouting so as to be. 
beard above the shrill,; escaping steam, 
" hard a port, hard hard 1'.',.. "Brace around 
the foreyard !'; 
"Let fly the halyards and 


sheets fore and aft!" . I stepped abaft the 
foremast, to, be out of the way of its fall, 
and waited for the shock. 
But 


_ ' "There's a sweet little clieruu who sits up aloft 


And looks after the life of poor Jack." 


We approached, as all agree, within ten 


feet of the rock, and then began to recede. 
Just realize that there was only ten feet be- 
tween ns and eternity. It is the opinion ol 
sea-faring men on brmrd that the ship, if 
she had struck, would have sunk in five 
minutes, for it is a sharp ledge of rocks, six 
or seven miles from any. shore, and: deep 
water all around. 
The boat.0 could not have 


been got ready, and, 
if they could, they 


uoiild never have lived in the heavy surf.— 
No—if she had gone ten feet farther, we 
should have been almost instantly- precipi- 
tated into a raging sea, where six or'seven 
miles from land, in a dense fog, few of us 
would have escaped. 
We should•' halve all 


perished as miserably as did those in the 
Hungarian. 
Three seconds more 'would 


have tolled the death knell of most, if not 
all of ns, for we'wore so enveloped in fog, 
and far from land, and also no boat nt the 
lighthouse, that, if we had seized fragments 
of the wreck, they wonld have been torn- 
from onr grasp by the1 sea; boiling n.s jri a 
caldron, over the sunken reefs, hours before 
our fate could have been known. 


I knew there was no time to run below' 


for life-preservers,—which1 are hung up by 
each berth, and so contented myself,with . 
just stringing np my nerves for a' buffet; 
witli the waves. For three minutes, I can as- 
sure you every man showed what he is when 
expecting the " King of Terrors." 
Two or 


three ladies took it heroically, and seemed 
to draw in strength from the seeue around 
them. 
It was a terrible moment for the 


captain—Captain"Stone, of the'royal'navy 
—for as we swung around,Jhe.sails taking 
aback and heeling ns Over, everybody ex- 
pected to feel the grinding crash beneath 
our feet. 
I felt for him,'for all his great 


rashness, and gladly say, that tohis decision 
in our hour of need we owe our lives. ' The 
rock is called Fasnet Hock, and upon it is 
the Cape Clear lighthouse. A subscription 
is now being taken np among the passen- 
gers for the seaman who first shouted 
" breakers ahead !" I never .shall forget, to 
my dying day, the face of the captain when 
he heard that wild shout. 
I have seen dis-

In the midst of life we are'in "death. 
J'u'st 


half and hour ago, while standing oil the 
bow, the ship running 1-1 litiots an hour un- 
der steam and sails, in a thick fog. I heard a 
shout "land ahead !" I tnrned towards the 
captain, or rather had my eye on him dttha't 
moment. His face conld not have express-' 
ed more horror if he had seen hell's gates 
opened. He sprung to the engine bell, at 
the same time shouting " hard a port your 
helm,'1 A counter order of'" starboard." 
was given. The captain leaped from bis 
footing shouting so that his voice was heard 
above the escaping steam, "hard a port, in 
God's name." His order was obeyed. Then 
turning forward among a hubbub of voices 
shouting "we are lost,'1 " God have mercy 
on us," etc,, etc, I saw the vorks not 
twenty feet from the ship's bows. 
On their 


topwai a light house. As we swung around 
it seemed as if we should every moment 
leel the shock of striking. • 


The huge swell of the Atlantic was re- 


verberating and the spray flying all around 
us. The sails took aback, beefing us ove'r' 
so that the deck stood up like the roof of a 
house. 
Women were screaming, seamen 


running to and fro, and above "all, the rap- 
tain and lieutenants shouting so a.s to be 
beard above the shrill, escaping steam, 
" hard a port, hard hard !" '' Brace around' 
the foveyard !'' 
'•' Let lly the halyards and' 


sheets fore and aft!'' 
1 stepped abaft' the 


foremast, to be out of 
the. way of its fall, 


and wailed for the shock. 
But 


"Theri's a s\ve,:t little chornb who sit.i up aloft 
Ami looks aftrr tin- life .,f nwr Jack,"" 
We approached, as all agree, within ten 


feet of the rock, and then began to recede. 
Just realize that there was only ten feet be- 
tween us nnd eternity. 
It is the opinion of 


sea-faring men on loard that the ship, if 
she had struck, would have sunk in five 
minutes, for it is a sharp ledge of rocks, six 
or seven miles from any shore, and deep, 
water allaround. The boat? could not have 
been got ready, and, if they could, they 
could never have lived in the'heavy surf.— 
^"o—if she had gone ten feet farther, we 
should have been almost instantly precipi- 
tated into a raging sea, where six or seven 
miles from land, in a dense fog, few of us 
would have escaped. 
We should have all 


perished as miserably as did those in the 
Hungarian. 
Three'seconds more would 


have tolled the "death knell of most, if not 
all of us, for we were so envelopeil'iii fog, 
and far from land, nnd also no boat at the 
lighthouse, that if we had seized fragments 
of the wreck, they would have been torn 
from onr grasp by the sea. boiling as in a 
caldron, over the sunken reefs, hours before 
our fate could have been known, 


1 knew there was no time to run below 


for life-preservers,—which a're' hung up by 
each berth, and so contented myself with 
just stringing up my nerves for a buffet 
with the waves. For three minutes, I can as- 
sure-yon every man showed what he is when 
expecting the " King of Terrors."

We publish the following extract from an 


editorial in the "Daily Democrat of this city. 
Some of the charges, and the general char- 
acter of the article itself, is so atrocious 
that we are astonished that the editors of 
that sheet should permit it to appear in 
their columns. We are still more surprised 
that they should come to live among a peo- 
plfe, a majority of whom are stigmatized as 
"belonging to a band of murderers. The 
only excuse we can possible form for the 
writer of it, is, that he knew he was lying 
in every sentence,.and merely wrote to see 
what a slashing and elegant political arti- 
cle he coald compose; hsedless and reck- 
less of the feelings of others. We are sure 
he did not, hiuiself, lielieve what he has 
said; if he did, how can he live amongst 
us, and permit a family to grow up under 
such influences, surrounded by those who 
" put arms into the hands of Brown to shoot 
down the people of Virginia, and who are 
now fermenting insurrections in the south 
and aiding the slaves to murder their mas- 
ters ?" True, the republicans of Rock coun- 
ty are not particularly named but the gen- 
eral accusation ia made against us all. 
It 


is " this same party'' of which we are mem- 
bers which is accused, and " whose history 
is smeared all over with blood and treason !" 
We do not desire to stir up any anger 
against the writer of this article—we do 
not believe he realizes what he says—we 
don't hold any man quite sane whose parti- 
zan fanaticism will incite him to ntter such 
words. He is tinctured with the same aber- 
ration of intellect that incited John Brown 
to take vengeance into his own;hands ; and 
had he the courage and sincerity of Brown, 
wonld be just as dangerous a man. But 
we will not further speculate upon the mo- 
tives which induced the publication of this 
article, and will conclude by giving the

law, the advocates of religion, the guardian 
of the public morals and the only true 
friends of their country. 


With its fanaticism—and its history 


smeared all over with blood (and treason in

Kinney and Blotint, and their friends : but 
it was soon ascertained that these men were 
living peaceably at home, one in this state, 
and the other in Illinois, and this theory 
was given up. 
Still the. frightened people 


insisted that there were Abolitionists in 
their midst, tampering with their slaves, 
and.kept on hanging, whipping and burn- 
ing all whom they suspected, both whites 
and blacks. 
The democratic prints in the 


north, regardless of the loss of life on the 
part of innocent men, fanned the ilame, 
telling the people of the south that the re- 
publicans were as dangerous to them as 
John Brown, and that^they could expect 
nothing better of Lincoln should he be 
elected. The Texas people; of course, were 
and are yet in a frenzy of fear. A reign of 
terror was organized, and no man, northern 
or southern, was safe. But light begins to 
break in upon these people; it is uotv as- 
certained that many of the rumors were 
mere fictions of the imagination, and what 
there is to ground their fears upon comes 
partly from an organized gang of robbers, 
and partly from politicians. 


The Mobile Register of the 9th, says that 


"within the past twelve year.?, at the eve of 
every presidential election, the very air we 
breathe becomes sultry with dark rumors 
and horrid alarms of servile insurrections.

If a truthful inves- 
tigation should be had, it would be found 
that villainous political adventurers in the 
north have much to do with those alarms. 
They play upon. the fears of the south by

city.) These adventurers expect to gain 
credit among the southern people, aud by 
pretending to be informers of what is going 
on here iu the north, get their pay in offi- 
cial favors" from the general government, 
which the south, by the aid of this northern 
scum, have been able to bestow. It is well 
that the south seeks to know the truth of 
this matter. 
They are welcome to come 


here and ascertain theorigin of these horrible 
rumors. They will find that they have no 
foundation in truth, and that the northern

—that the authors of these scandalous lies 
are seeking to stir up strife between the two 
sections of the country, that they may di- 
vide the spoils of office among themselves. 
The promulgation of these rumors—such 
as we have quoted from the Janesville Dai 
ly Democrat—are likely to lead to the very 
occurrences which they describe. 
The 


crime of murder is suggested to the slave 
if he should read what has been said—he 
hears, as the slaves of Tennessee did during 
the Fremont campaign—that republican 
emissaries are in the south, and this encour- 
ages him—that they are fomenting insur- 
rection, and the slave gets ready to join it 
—that the plan is to burn houses and place 
the murderous knife at the throat of the 
master—and he gets his torch and kn;,fe 
ready. Such a programme as this beiitig 
proposed, how slight a circumstance will 
set it all in motion. When done, and blood 
aud devastation cover the south, in conse- 
quence of these suggestions, behold the 
Democrat, holding up its hands in horror 
at the spectacle, charging it all upon the 
republicans, who are innocent of any tho't 
of instigating such misery and crime.

TUB VERDICT. 


An inquisition taken at Delavan, county 


of Walworth, in the state of Wisconsin, on 
the 15th day'of September, 1860, before 
Newton McGraw, one of the justices of.the

JA'CKMAN i SMITH'S NEW BLOCK.—The 


work of laying the foundation walls of this 
black has made considerable progress, qui- 
etly and out of sight, under the buildings 
QOW standing on the lots. 
We had noticed 


that the stone daily delivered at the end of 
the bridge daily disappeared somewhere, and 
to-day we had the cnriosity to discover how 
and where. We found the wall fronting on 
the river, and a part on Milwaukee street in 
a good degree of forwardness.

be constructed. The foundation of this ma- 
sonry is laid on the same size of stone as 
the foundation walls, and shows a structure 
10 by 12 feet, 17*'feet high from the base 
to the bottom of the vault. It looks strong 
enough to uphold even the TJ. S. treasury. 


The entire block is to be 105 feet on Mil- 


waukee street by 65 on Main street, four 
stories_high, and built with Milwaukee brick. 
Aside from the rooms for the bank,. there 
will be four stores fronting on Milwaukee 
street, and one on Main street. It is ex- 
pected that the building will be so far com- 
pleted on the 1st of September next as to 
have the stores in readiness for occupation. 
When completed it will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the improvements of the city and an 
ornament to the town. The builders, Messrs. 
Jackman & Smith, are abundantly able to 
erect a structure of this character, and will 
expend from 820,000 to $25,000 upon it.

JACK MAN i SUITE'S NEB- BLOCK.— The 


work of laying the foundation walls of tliia 
black has made considerable progress, qui- 
etly and out of sight, under the buildings 
DOW standing on the lots. We had noticed 
that the stone daily delivered at the end of 
the bridge daily disappeared somewhere, and 
to-day we had the curiosity to discover how 
and where. We found the wall fronting on 
the river, aud a part on Milwaukee street in 
a good degree of forwardness. These walk 
are under the charge of John Watson, who 
is doing an unusually (rood job. 
The base 


is laid 5 feet, with solid stone generally 4 
by 5 feet, 15 inches thick, the top of the 
wall being 3 feet. A heavy mass of mason- 
ry indicates where the vault of the Rock 
County Bank, which will have rooms on 
Milwaukee street fronting on the river, is to 
be constructed. The foundation of this ma- 
sonry is laid on the same size of atone as 
the foundation walls, and shows a structure 
10 by 12 feet, 17}Teet high from the base 
to the bottom of the vault. It looks strong 
enough to uphold even the U. S. treasury. 


The entire block is to be 105 feet on Mil- 


waukee street by 65 on Main street, four 
itories.high,and built with Milwaukee brick. 
Aside from the rooms for the bank, there 
will be four stores fronting cm Milwaukee 
street, and one on Main street. It is ex- 
pected that the building will be ao far com- 
pleted on the lat of September next as to 
have the stores in readiness for occupation. 
When completed jl will he a valuable addi- 
tion to tb* improvements of the city and an 
ornament to the town. The builders, Messrs. 
Jackman & Smith, are abundantly able to 
tjrect a strnclure of this character, and will 
expend from $20,000 to $25,000 upon it.

JACKMAX & SMITH'S NEW BLOCK.—The 


work of laying the foundation walls of this 
black has mads considerable progress, qui- 
etly and out of sight, under the buildings 
now standing on the lots. We had noticed 
that the stone daily delivered at the end of 
the bridge daily disappeared somewhere, Mid 
to-dav we had the curiosity to discover how 
and where. 
We found the wall fronting on 


the river, and apart on Milwaukee street in 
a good degree of forwardness. 
These walls 


are under the charge of John Watson, who 
is doing an unusually sjood job. 
The base 


is laid 5 feet, with solid stone generally 4 
by 5 feet, 15 inches thick, the top of the 
wall being 3 feet. A heavy mass of mason- 
ry indicates where the vault of the Rock 
County Bank, which will have rooms on 
Milwaukee street fronting on the river, is to 
be constructed. The foundation of this ma- 
sonry is laid on the same size of stone as 
the foundation walls, and shows a structure 
10 by 12 feet, ITJ.feet high from the base 
to the bottom of the vault. 
It looks strong 


enough to uphold even the IT. S. treasury. 


The entire block is to be 105 feet on Mil- 


waukee street by 65 on Main street, four 
stories high, and built with Milwaukee brick. 
Aside from the rooms for the bank, there 
will be four stores fronting on Milwaukee 
street, and one on Main street. 
It is ex- 


pected that the building will be so far com- 
pleted on the 1st of September nest as to 
have the stores in readiness for occupation. 
When completed it will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the improvements of the city and an 
ornament to tbe town. The builders, Messrs. 
Jackman & Smith, are abundantly able to 
erect a structure of this character, and will 
expend from $20,000 to $25,000 upon it.
